Retreats: 


The Heart Of The Program 


The retreat program at Marian is a fifteen year old tradition which involves all four years and nearly 100% participation 
of the student body. It is a time which creates memories, cements friendships, and encourages growth. 

The freshman and sophomore retreats are one day experiences which focus on cooperation with and respect for each 
other, with activities which include a melodrama, the designing of a collage, and community building games. 

The junior and senior retreats, held at Ancilla Domini College in Donaldson, are overnight experiences designed to give 
students an intense experience of Christian community. According to Father Marty Hunkler, who has been involved with 
the retreat program since its inception, the junior retreat deals with “how sin alienates people from the faith community 
and causes feelings of loneliness and confusion.” 

The senior retreat concentrates on past mistakes and successes, and how one can use those to discover how God is 
working in one’s present life. It is often an emotional as well as an intellectual experience for students. 

As an outgrowth of the retreat program, seniors are given the opportunity to staff several retreats for junior high school 
students from parochial and other schools throughout the diocese. 

Nearly everyone who has experienced the retreat program at Marian has good things to say about it!

To apply, a teacher needs to 
write to Brown indicating why she or 
he wants to go to summer school or 
a workshop and how it fits into one’s 
career as a journalism teacher or 
publications adviser. In addition, an 
applicant should include a copy of a 
vita. Letters of recommendation are 
optional but helpful, Brown said. 

Fellowships are being awarded 
by a fund created by friends and 
professional associates of the late 
Gretchen Kemp, an IU journalism 
professor and HSJI director from the 
1940s to the early 1970s.

Theology 


The Theology-Pastoral 
Ministry departments of 
Marian are closely related to 
one another in fulfilling the 
dual goals of providing 
INFORMATION and 
FORMATION.

Library 


The library is at the core of any educational 
institution, and Marian can be proud and 
grateful for a library that is growing and 

developing its services every year. The 
addition of a copying machine a couple of 
years ago has been a great asset to students 
doing research, and computerized listing of all 
volumes makes it possible for teachers to have 

a readout of everything available in a certain 

subject area. 

This year alone over 200 new titles were 

added to the library’s shelves, according to 
Sister Mary Jane Sloderbeck, bringing the total 
number of volumes in Marian’s library to 
approximately 13,200. In addition, six new 
periodical subscriptions were added. 

According to Sister Mary Jane, there is a big 

difference between the number of books used 
in March — when many research papers are 
due, and in September. In September only 96 
books and 33 magazines were used, whereas in 
March the numbers were 343 and 280! 
Students don’t need the numbers to know how 
useful the library is!
